Lahaina for the use of the Pioneer 
Mill Co., the survey for which we* 
begun in March, 1902. construction on 
July IP following. 


Owing to the Inaccessible nature 


of/ the country, the weather, "labor 
troubles and other causes, great dif- 
ficulties bad to be contended .with.,. 
The Honokohau stream has a 
< dry- 


weather flow of IS millions gallons 
.per day.'of owhich over 12 million gallons 
are now flowing on the plantation. The 
"dltqn <has a -capacity of 30 million gal* 
Ions to carry freshets and for future' 
developments. There are 40 tunnels of 
a total len£th,of 5 1-2 miles: three in- 
Averted siphons 3$ Inches in diameter 
and 6 bridges from 35 to 45 feet high. 
'In some place* the water Is con- 
veyed in a concrete aqueduct, in others 
in a ditch of masonry in cement or a 
flume carried <m a bench excavated hi' 
rock catting over difficult palls. Some 
.of the tunnels are lined with concrete 
Or masonry. One of Jthe'matn features 
;p£ tiie work is the extensive us* of 
the cemented rock lining tar the ditch,

AN EFFECTIVE ADDRESS. 


One- of the most telling addresses thus far has been that of 


Rev. S. Kodama of Kakaako, formerly of Puunene. It occurred on 
the afternoon of Thursday. That morning Rev. Messrs. Lydgate 
and Emerson had in masterly fashion sketched the sad conditions 
menacing home life in country communities, instancing for example 
«ne place where by actual enumeration it had-been found that 40 
per cent, of the women were of impure reputation, detailing the 
case of a deacon who had sold his daughter to a Chinaman, point- 
«ig out the* criminal carelessness of parents who send their young 
girls into Chinese camps for the sake of the sweetmeats or money 
they will bring back with the inevitable moral ruin that results 
and citing the classical case of the teacher who accomplished the 
4eath of his faithful wife by neglect, then married his paramour, a 
pupil whom he had debauched, lost his place, was reinstated, re- 
peated his former conduct with another- pupil and when about to 
be discharged a second time was able to secure a plea from the 
church people that he be retained because he was such a fine Sun- 
•Jay School worker. Mr. Emerson followed with an impassioned 
appeal for higher standards. 


Then came Mr. Kodama with the topic "The Community and 


Social Virtue." His address may be paraphrased in part a1? fol- 
lows: Many specifics are offered today by social reformers. Among 
them that of the Nihilist and Revolutionary Socialist proposing 
force. The method of Jesus is exactly opposite. Jesus sought to 
build up in this world a kingdom of righteousness and we His fol- 
lowers will win only as we adopt His plan. Thirteen of us Japa- 
nese are here in this Territory to help in this work especially among 
oar countrymen.

WASHINGTON; May 28.—A long ca- 


blegram from United States Consul 
General'•Guminere was received by Sec- 
retary Hay today. ;.The Consul states 
In .auhBtance that Rasouly, the bandit 
who kidnapped Perdlcaris and. his step- 
son, Yartey, had been heard from and 
made'a set of demands which the. Brit 
Ish ••Minister arid'Mr. Gummere had 
deemed it their; duty to lay before .their 
governments. Rasouly demanded that 
the Moorish forces^hould be withdrawn 
from the district in which his band 
operated, leaving^ them in control, 
asked« large money ransom to.be col- 
lected from the Governdr^of Tangier 
and Fez, who happen to be bitter ene 
mies. He further demanded absolute 
Immunity for himself and his tellowers 
from pursuit or punishment for the kid* 
napping and other crimes which they 
had committed In the past. To cap the 
climax of hlfr demands, .Rasouly insist- 
ed^ that the United-States and Great 
Britain should solemnly guarantee the 
observance by the Moorish 'Govern-' 
ment of the foreign stipulations. 


Secretary Hay had a conference with 


the President and it was agreed: that 
Basouly's terms could not be me't,- To 
grant them would b» equivalent. to 
forcing the Sultan of- Morocco to abdi- 
cate in favor of a brigand, .so far as 
a considerable part of a Moorish trial 
was concerned^ Moreover^ the United:
